Madrid Report Says He Has 
Slipped Into Harbor. 



No Confirmation Has Been Received From 
Any Reliable Source. 



Another Near-by Date Set For the Invasion of Cuba--Forward 
Movement to Begin at Once. 

MADRID, May 10.— (Special.)— Official information has 
been received that the Spanish Squadron, under Admiral 
Cervera, reported at various places since leaving Curocoa, 
arrived at Santiago de Cuba today without accident and is 
now safely at anchor in that harbor. 

The newspapers announce that Admiral Camaran's 
squadron composed of the battleship Palayo, six cruisers 
and 3 torpedo-boat destroyers, will shortly sail from Cadiz. 
A reserve squadron will be organized at once. 

An official dispatch from Havana says the American ships 
fired 80 shots during a bombardment of Santiago, but did no 
damage.

Not since the unveiling of 
beautiful shaft which marks the 
last resting- place of the one hun- 
dred and one nameless heroes | of 
the Confederacy at Hopewell cem- 
etery, have there been more appro- 
priate and impressive ceremonies 
than thoseAvhich took place tftere 
yesterday, Five hundred people; 
assembled about the monument to 
testify by their presence and by 
their fragrant offerings of their de- 
votion to the memory of the men 
who died while wearing the gray. 

The triangular plat of earth from 
the center of which the granite 
shaft rises, was carpeted 
flowers and the base of the shaft 
was half hidden by the beautiful 
designs artistically wrought by 
the loyal and loving hands of con- 
federates wives and daughters. 

The exercises were under the 
auspices of the Confederate Ladies 
Memorial Association for Christian 
county. Ned Merriwether Bivouac 
attended in a body and the vet- 
erans stood with uncovered heads 
around the monument during 
exercises. Two large confederate 
flags waved in the breeze from the 
south side of the monument. 

The exercises were opened with 
prayer by Dr. W. L. Nourse, 
chorus of twenty young ladies, 
daughters of confederate veterans, 
then sang "Cover Them Over." 
Each confederate veteran present 
then deposited at the base of the 
monument his bouquet of flowers. 
A. detail from the Bivouac was ap- 
pointed to decorate the graves ol 
Dr. B. S. Wood, Robt. Baker, Har- 
ry Garner, Prof. Fitzhugh and 
Wm. Bronaugh, all of whom were 
members of the Bivouac. 

Miss Xanny Walker recited an 
appropriated poem on the "South 
ern Slain." Master James Chappell 
recited "The Stars and Bars. 
Rev. R. S. Carter offered a fervent 
prayer, after which Dr. De Witt, 
was introduced to the audience. 
His address w as pronounced by all 
one of the most beautiful and elo- 
quent tributes to the virtues of the 
confederate dead ever heard upon 
an occasion of this character/ Bi 
low is the address in full:

Thelate Right Honorable William 

,vart Gladstone, M. P., K. C, was 
the fourth son of the late Sir John 
Gladstone. Hart., of Fasque, Coun- 
incardine, N. B., a merchant 
of Liverpool, was born there Pec. 
29, 180'). He was educated at Eton 
and Christ Church, Oxford, taking 
a double first-class in 1831. Hav- 
ing spent some time in a continent- 
al tour, he was returned at the gen- 
eral election in December, 1832. in 
the Conservative interest for New- 
irk and entered Parliament just 
is the struggle of parties was at 
ts hight. 

On January 25, 1833, he entered 
Lincoln "s Inn, and when he had 
been a member for six years and 
three months, petitioned to have his 
name removed from the t>ooks of the 
society on the ground of his having 
D up his intention of being 
•d to the bar. Sir Robert Peel, 
ecember. 1834, appointed him 
junior lordship of the Treas- 
and in February, 1835, Under 
Secretary for Colonial Affairs. 

Mr. Gladstone retired from office 
,vith his ministerial leader in April 
;ind remained in opposition until 
iir Robert Peel's return to power 
n September, 1841. On accepting 

pffice under sir Robert Peel in 1841 

is Vice President of the Hoard of 
Trade and Master of the Mint, Mr. 
Gladstone was SWprn a member of 
the Privy Council. 

In August. 1848. he was elected 
for the University of Oxford. In 
the Parliament of 1847-52 the ques- 
tion of uni v ersity reform and the 
removal of Jewish disabilities w ere 
Igitated, On the formation of the 
■•coalition" ministry under the 
Earl of Aberdeen in December, 18,- 
52, Mr. Gladstone was appointed 
to the Chancellorship of the Ex- 
chequer. 

After the breaking U p of the Ab- 
erdeen administration at the be- 
ginning of 1855, Mr. Gladstone at 

Brat continued to occupy the same 
post, but he resigned in the course 
a few weeks. 

In 1858 he published an elaborate- 
work on Homer, and in July, 1861, 
he was solicited to become a candi- 
date in the Liberal interest for 
South Lancashire, but refused to 
forsake his former constituents. 
Having been rejected by the Uni- 
versity of Oxford at the general 
election in July, 1865. Mr. Gladstone 
returned tor South Lancashire. 
Alter the death of Lord I'almer- 
ton, he became leader of the House 
.f Commons, retaining the L'han- 
ellorship of the Exchequer in 
A>ri Russell's second administra- 

On the resignation of Mr. Dis- 
aeli's ministry in December, 1868. 
Ar. Gladstone succeeded that 
tatesman as First Lord of the 
Treasury, and for the last 30 years 
lis public career had been the most 
illustrious in English history. 

On March 3 Mr. Gladstone, in an 
audience with the Oueen, gave up 
the seals of office. A successtul 
operation was performed two 
months later by which the cataract 
was removed. His long connection 
with the House of Com. Hons to Dili 
uated m 1895, as he did not seel, i e- 

Since that period Mr. Gladstone 
,arely took any part in public af- 
fairs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone left Lon- 
don for Camu s Nov. 25, 1897, and 
arrived at the latter place three 
duys later. They remained there

Mrs. Wilgus was a lady of the 
noblest and most lovable character. 
She was the only daughter of Dr. 

R. Cook, and was born and rear- 
ed near this city. Mrs. Cook was a 

Campbell, and a repr 
tiveof one of the most prominent 
families of Hopkinsville. No young 
lady ever a factor in local society 
was more popular than Miss Sallie 
Cook. Her many endearing quali- 
ties, her sunny disposition, her vi- 
vacity and always pleasant and 
harming personality, made her a 
eigning belle, and a lady of the 
v idest popularity with all who en- 
joyed her acquaintance. 

On June 28, 1883, she was mar- 
ried to Mr. Wilgus. 

As a daughter, she was loving 
and dutiful; as a wife, a devoted 
helpmate; as a friend, true and last- 
ing, and as a neighbor, kind and at- 
tentive. She will be missed in the 
home circle, in the sick room, where 
she was always a welcome assist- 
ant, and in the realm of society, 
where no lady in the city had more 
friends or more devoted ones. 

The casket bearing the remains, 
accompanied by the stricken hus- 
band, will arrive this morning and 
funeral services will be held from 
the residence of Dr. Cook this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock. Elder H. D. 
Smith, of the Christian chnrch, wil 
conduct the brief service to be held 
at the house, and Rev. R. S. Car- 
ter, of the Episcopal church, of 
which Mrs. Wilgus w as a member, 
will officiate at the grave.

Nev- 
er was there a grander scene than 
that of a magnificent people accept- 
ing with marvelous grace the utter 
breaking down of their grand gov- 
ernmental house and the reunion 
jf States and citizens in full meas- 
ure of responsibility under the flag 
of those w ith whom they had for 
rears been in deadly conflict. 
Mexico or South America for 
Patience, wisdom and fidelity met 
ivery offer of equal rights and bur- 
lens restored on the part of the 
Jnited States, and so with steady 
tep and indomitable will they
